Appreciating land values in the 
arena district won’t be realized 
by city taxpayers despite a sale of 
land to the Katz Group, thanks 
to a clause in the original deal. 

Last month, Gateway Casinos 
and the Katz Group announced 
they will build a new casino and 
office building on a portion of 
the arena project site. 

The city owns the land the ca¬ 
sino will sit on, but is selling the 
property back to the Katz Group 
for the new project at 2011 prices 
rather than market prices. 


In 2011, the city purchased all 
of the land between 101 Street 
and 104 Street north of 104th 
Avenue from the arena project’s 
backers for $40 million. As part 
of the deal, any surplus land is 
being sold back to the Katz Group 
at that original purchase price, 
not at today’s market price. 

In an email, Ronna Bremer, 
the city’s director of communi¬ 
cations, said the city always 
planned to sell the property back. 

“The city bought the property 
knowing that in the end, (it) 
would retain only that portion of 
the property that was needed for 
the arena,” she said in an email. 

Bremer said the city is a part¬ 
ner in the project and keeping 
the purchase price at 2011 rates 
made sense. 

“In partial consideration of 
the Katz Group agreeing to as¬ 
sign the land sale agreement to 
the City, which enabled the City 
to secure the property at an at¬ 
tractive market value, the city

agreed to sell back to the Katz 
Group any surplus portions of 
the property at the original pur¬ 
chase price paid by the City, in 
addition to carrying costs.” 

Coun. Mike Nickel is con¬ 
cerned the city won’t cash in 
on the rising cost of land. 

“It doesn’t look like the best 
decision from a business perspec¬ 
tive,” he said, adding it will send 
the wrong message to the public.

Shaye Anderson is the new NDP 
MLA for Leduc-Beaumont, but 
few know him for that. Instead, 
most know Anderson for the 
Twitter meme that started last 
Tuesday night, as his mug shot 
appeared in election results and 
a swath of people watching Al¬ 
berta’s orange revolution saw 
that a soon-to-be MLA had one 
incredible beard. 

Many tweeted that Anderson, 
40, should become the ‘minister 
ofbeards.’ 

While premier-elect Rachel 
Notley has not formed her cab¬ 
inet, it’s beyond the pale that 
she’ll create an entire ministiy 
for beards. 

Anderson, on the other hand, 
has devoted the past week to 
media attention for his facial 
hair, which has a sort of bell 
shape and substantial weight. 

On Wednesday, national CBC 
radio-show As It Happens called 
Anderson to chat. “They just 
basically asked me why I ran, 
why I was excited, those basic 
things, then said something 
about people asking about me 
and to describe what you look 
like,” Anderson said on Sunday. 
“I just said, ‘I think you’re talk¬ 
ing about my beard, which has 
been all over Twitter.’” 

Anderson, 40 and the father 
of two boys, said he has had a 
beard “all my life” and the only 
thing that’s changed is “that it’s 
a little bigger now.” 

“Over the last few years, I just 
wanted to kind of let it go a bit. 
I was fascinated to see how big I 
could get it. I’ve trimmed it up. It 
could be a lot bigger than it is. I 
brush it and oil it all the time.” 

But why the beard? 


“I’m not a hipster, I’m not 
religious, I just always have had 
some sort of beard,” Anderson, 
who will take a leave of absence 
from his job as a Telus techni¬ 
cian, said. “I don’t like being 
clean shaven, especially in the 
winter. I just grew it because 
I could. Not many people can 
grow it. I guess it sets me apart 
a little bit.” 

Interestingly, a few older 
women were not supportive of 
Anderson’s beard when he was 
door-knocking. “It’s not their 
thing, but they realized I’m a 
nice guy, I’m honest and straight¬ 
forward, and I just have a beard. 
I also had a lot of younger people 
who were excited about it.”

Group helps 
members cope 
with caring for 
ailing family

Like most moms, Lois Conger 
knows taking care of a family 
is a full-time gig. 

But when it came to caring 
for her ailing mother, who suf¬ 
fered from dementia, Conger 
said the job required a 24-hour- 
a-day, seven-days-a-weelc type 
of care. 

To cope, Conger said build¬ 
ing a community — a group of 
other caregivers — made all the 
difference. After her mother’s 
death, this group still meets 
regularly through the Alberta 
Caregivers Association and of¬ 
fers members a chance to meet 
and share their stories. 

“Man, it was just the best,” 
Conger said of the group. “It 
wasn’t just people (caring for 
those) with Alzheimer’s or de¬ 
mentia. It was for people who 
had husbands or wives with 
tumors, cancer and so forth. 
There are different kinds of 
caregivers.” 

Indeed, the group Conger 
helped create is still helping

those helping their ailing 
mothers. 

“It turned out to be such a 
blessing and you’re learning 
all the time.” 

Her mother Leona — who 


passed away in March at the 
age of 92 — had suffered from 
dementia, which had been dif¬ 
ficult to watch, said Conger. 

“You have a lot of stress be¬ 
cause she was regressing back 
into childhood. When she 
moved (in), she was like 12 years 
old mentally and slowly, slowly 
getting younger and younger,” 
she said. 

Having to retrain her mother 
in simple tasks like brushing her 
teeth was challenging, Conger 
said, but an everyday reality. 

As the fourth child of 10 


children, Conger said she spent 
her early years helping to care 
for her three brothers who suf¬ 
fered from hemophilia. 

“I’ve done it all my life, but 
I didn’t realize that’s what I 
wanted to do.” 

Speaking with Metro on Sun¬ 
day just in time for Mother’s 
Day, Conger said she hopes to 
one day become the woman 
her mother had been. 

“We had lots of good times, 
laughed eveiyday. She was just 
someone I’ll emulate all my life. 
She was such a good person.”

After locating a stray cat that 
had half of its paw crushed in 
what appeared to be a coyote 
trap last month, Andrea Kooy 
is breathing relief. 

The animal — named Rocky 
by the group who attempted 
to rescue him — was finally re¬ 
covered Thursday night in Mac- 
Ewan and taken to the vet for 
treatment. 

After first spotting the animal 
in April, Kooy humanely trapped 
Rocky using a “five trap.” 

She said it made her feel much 
better to know the animal is be¬ 
ing cared for now. 

“I’m relieved that he’s not 


outside, that the trap’s not on 
him and that he’s getting some 
pain management for his injur¬ 
ies,” she said. 

Kooy saw Rocky nearly three 
weeks ago, limping on her back 
porch with a metal trap attached 
to his foot. After her efforts to 
help the cat when she first spot¬ 


ted him, Kooy had been leaving 
food out and monitoring the 
area near her home up until 
Thursday in hopes of getting 
Rocky to a vet. 

“I’m relieved that this won’t 
happen again,” she said Sunday. 

It’s still unclear who set the 
trap and why, Kooy added. 


Rocky is currently in a foster 
home having his injuries mon¬ 
itored. Along with losing two 
toes, the cat had some of his 
paw crushed. 

Kooy said the mysteiy of the 
trap is still unsolved, but the 
community is keeping an eye out 
for any other potential victims. 



BIKE LANES 

Student says city needs 
winter riders’ knowledge 


Winter cyclists know how and 
where to ride in Edmonton 
during the winter months, 
which is why one University 
of Alberta undergraduate stu¬ 
dent is calling on the city to 
tap into that bike resource 
rather than ignore it. 

After speaking to 33 cyclists 
about winter cycling for an 
urban planning class, Dianne 
Gillespie found that the ma¬ 
jority of cyclists were dedi¬ 
cated to their commute and 
everything that’s involved. 

“The knowledge and exper¬ 
tise of winter cyclists is con¬ 
siderable. They know which 
streets are plowed, level of 
traffic on the streets, multi¬ 
use trails and where,” she 
said. 

It’s that knowledge Gilles¬ 
pie is suggesting the city cap¬ 
italizes on, since many cyclists 
told her as part of the study 
that there’s “a big gap in the 
literature in terms of winter 
cycling route choices.” 

Tapping into the local re¬ 
source is something the city 
is trying to increase, as seen 
during the most recent bike 
consultations for both the 
83 and 102 Ave. bike lanes, 
which were held back in 
April. “We really rely on local 
knowledge when we do our

local design,” said Catherine 
Kloczlcowski, communications 
advisor with the transporta¬ 
tion department. 

Kloczlcowski added that the 
recent bike discussions saw 
cyclists raise points about 
“trouble spots” and oppor¬ 
tunities for developing bike 
lanes based on their local 
knowledge.

SACRED HEART CATHOLIC CHURCH 

Church rallies around its father as Oblates want him replaced 


On Sunday, a disagreement un¬ 
folded during mass at Sacred 
Heart Catholic Church in down¬ 
town Edmonton that, the priest 
says, could end up being settled 
only by the Vatican in Rome. 

The tiff is between the par¬ 
ish, an estimated 600 families 
— the majority of whom are in¬ 
digenous — and the Missionary 
Oblates of Maiy Immaculate in 
Canada, which acts as the Cath¬ 
olic church’s immediate author¬ 


ity in Alberta. In the middle is 
72-year-old Father John Holland. 

The parish — and Holland 
himself — want Holland to re¬ 
main; the Oblates, however, want 
him to go. 

The showdown at the church 
on Sunday saw the parish literally 
stand behind Holland as an Ob¬ 
lates representative addressed 
them, telling them Holland was 
going to be replaced. 

“There were elders and na¬ 


tive people in the community, 
non-native too, standing behind 
(Father Holland), all explaining 
their concerns,” said Wayne Ash¬ 
ley, a First Nations member of 
the church. 

The Oblates representative, 
who could not be reached by 
press time, “Just turned a blind 
eye,” Ashley said. 

“He wouldn’t answer any ques¬ 
tions. He just said the decision’s 
been made and we would have 


to live with it.” 

It isn’t clear why the Oblates 
want to change Holland, who’s 
headed the church since 1995, 
and send him to another church, 
which Holland said is in British 
Columbia. The organization does 
not have a number with which 
to reach it. 

“They’re just trying to get me 
away from Edmonton,” Holland 
said of the Oblates’ decision, al¬ 
leging the Oblates want to take 


the church over. “I probably have 
more clout and connections than 
they do. People would always be 
referring to me.” 

Ashley said Holland has in¬ 
corporated Indigenous culture 
into his mass and that makes 
him and many others feel at 
home and included in the Cath¬ 
olic Church — a large cultural 
shift, after the damaging legacy 
of residential schools. 

Holland has incorporated 


using the four directions, burning 
sweet grass and playing animal- 
skin drums, Ashley said. 

Ashley said the parish will now 
organize a sit-in and other tactics 
to push the decision higher up 
the Catholic Church hierarchy. 

“I do believe there’s a group 
in the community that will be 
taking this as far as the Vatican,” 
added Holland. “They’ll plea their 
case. It’s not going to stop here.”

Leader realized 
she could win 
election upon 
seeing poll 

Rachel Notley knew a week be¬ 
fore voting day that she was go¬ 
ing to shatter the Progressive 
Conservative dynasty and be¬ 
come Alberta’s 17th premier 
— and it hit her like a punch in 
the stomach. 

She was in a hotel room that 
night on the campaign trail in 
Calgary or Lethbridge — she 
doesn’t remember where — 
when she saw a new poll that 
put her NDP team well out in 
front. 

It wasn’t one of those angiy- 
person punch-button polls, but 
one that was expansive and 
credible. 

Her advisers had handed it to 
her hours earlier, but only then 
did she have time to analyze it. 

And there it was, shining 
through lines of impersonal data. 

She was going to win. 

“I suddenly realize that this 
could happen,” said Notley in 
an interview with The Canadian 
Press. 

“My stomach gets veiy sore 
and suddenly I go, ‘Oh my Lord. 
We have so much to do.’” 

She remembers pacing in the 
empty suite. What to do? What to 
do? She dialled up her husband, 
Lou, and started talking. 

The plan had been to run 18 
hours a day in the last week of 
the campaign, then collapse in 
exhaustion on polling day. 

At this rate, Notley feared, the 
day after the vote Canada would 
wake up to a frazzled hollow- 


The man who was the youngest 
member of Peter Lougheed’s first 
cabinet when the Progressive 
Conservatives came to power 
in Alberta has some advice for 
the NDP’s rookie members of 
the legislature: Work hard at 
learning your job. Trust the pub¬ 
lic service. Be ethically clean. 

And don’t forget to breathe. 

“I felt numb. I could hardly 
breathe,” Allan Warraclc remem¬ 
bers about walking into the legis¬ 
lature in 1971 for the first time. 

The Tories had just pushed 
the Social Credit out the door 
after 36 years in power. 

Warraclc, 77, a retired Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta professor emeri- 


eyed husk of a new Alberta leader 
nodding off at the podium. 

“You’ve got to talk to your 
people,” she remembers Lou 
telling her. 

Notley phoned up her cam¬ 
paign director Gerry Scott and 
told him, “We need to pull out 
of a bunch of different events 
and start planning transition.” 

It was an election campaign 
that saw Notley, 51, lead the NDP 
to a 53-seat majority after the 
party had only nibbled at the 
fringes of power for almost its 
entire histoiy. 

The NDP had polled strongly

key points while rebuffing his 
attempts to foster fear of the 
NDP as architects of an economic 
apocalypse. 

“From the time I declared I 
was running to be the leader 
of the party ... I was nervous 
about that night. That was the 
single biggest thing I was nervous 
about,” she said of the debate.

But on debate night, as the 
cameras zoomed in, Prentice 
literally turned his back on Wil¬ 
drose Leader Brian Jean and at¬ 
tacked Notley instead. 

“I’m thinldng: ‘Way to go, 
Topp. No one planned for this 
eventuality? Nice,”’ Notley 
laughed. 

On election night, Notley, her 
family, and her advisers were in 
an Edmonton hotel room while 
supporters, clad in orange, as¬ 
sembled in the party room below. 

Notley practised going 
through the last few paragraphs 
of her victoiy speech, recognizing 
the contributions of her now-de¬ 
parted parents. Her father Grant 
Notley was a one-man Alberta 
NDP team in the 1970s, keeping 
the movement alive only to die 
in a plane crash before the party 
broke through with 16 seats and 
official opposition status in 1986. 

“We decided to move (the par¬ 
ents’ tribute) to the veiy end, so 
if I did choke up, (the speech) 
was over,” she said. 

Her new security team had 
called ahead and when she 
opened the hotel room door 
there they were, two sentries 
in suits and ties, symbols of the 
new life awaiting just across 
the threshold. Rachel Notley 
stepped through and they all 
headed down to the victoiy party

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Edmonton advocates say they 
aren’t surprised to learn a na¬ 
tional study has found nearly 
two-thirds of Canadians don’t 
fully understand what consent 
means. 

Released by the Canadian 
Women’s Foundation, the 
survey polled 1,500 random¬ 
ly selected adults across the 
country and asked them what 
constitutes consent. 

While 96 per cent of the re¬ 
spondents agreed sexual activ¬ 
ity between two people should 
be consensual, the study found 
67 per cent of people answered 
that consent needed to be posi¬ 
tive or ongoing, but not both. 

Julia Dolman of Consent Ed 
— a city movement aimed at 
educating students about con¬ 
sent — said it’s not shocking 
to hear that most Canadians 
don’t fully grasp the concept. 

“That’s about what we ex¬ 
pected,” she said of the results. 
“The reason we’re doing the 
work we’re doing is that it’s 
very clear to us that a lot of 
people are veiy confused about 
what consent actually is.” 

According to Canadian law, 
consent requires a positive and 
ongoing agreement to engage 
in sexual activity. 

Dolman said that just be¬ 
cause two-thirds of Canadians 
don’t understand consent, it 
doesn’t mean they are perpe¬ 
trators. Instead, there is wide¬ 
spread confusion on what sex¬ 
ual assault looks like. 

“A lot of it has to do with the 
fact people are really waiy of 
digging into people’s personal 
sex lives,” she explained. 

“They’re not asking the 
questions about healthy sex 
to their peers because it seems 
like a private matter or some¬ 
thing that’s none of their busi¬ 
ness. A lot of important con¬ 
versations are being missed 
right now.” 

Anuradha Dugal, of the Can¬ 
adian Women’s Foundation, 
said that while there’s been im¬ 
portant work in raising aware¬ 
ness about sexual assault, the 
study’s results show an obvious 
shortcoming. 

“This gap can increase the 
risk of unwanted sexual activ¬ 
ity and assault and is a clear 
sign that Canadians desper¬ 
ately need more education 
on the meaning of consent,” 
she said. 

The study also found that 
10 per cent of respondents 
believed consent was not re¬ 
quired between long-term 
partners.

Affable, polite, gracious, 
Omar Khadr’s first public ap¬ 
pearance defied the expecta¬ 
tions of the many Canadians 
that viewed him as a security 
threat and thought he never 
should have been returned 
from Gitmo to Canada, let 
alone released from jail, ac¬ 
cording to a 2012 poll. 

And that’s everything our 
government was afraid of. 

Canada resisted repatriat¬ 
ing him. It blocked all media 
interviews. It challenged his 
bail until the last moment 
Thursday when he was set 
free. It did eveiything to pre¬ 
vent Khadr from showing his 
humanity and to prevent us 
from seeing it. 

It did this because it would 
undermine the narrative 
that it’s invested 14 years, 
two wars and lots of legis¬ 
lation in. A narrative that 
began with Jean Chretien’s

cabinet and was perfected 
by Stephen Harper’s. A nar¬ 
rative that would have you 
believe that Islamic terrorism 
is an irreversible evil leaving 
a permanent mark on the be¬ 
liever’s brain. 

Lucky for us, no psycho¬ 
logical conditioning is irrepar¬ 
able. Because just as Khadr 
was brainwashed by a radical 
father and a group in Afghan¬ 
istan, Canadians were brain¬ 
washed by politicians with 
extreme views. 


Such opinions wouldn’t let 
us entertain the notion that 
he was a child soldier: “Omar 
(is) a known supporter of the 
al-Qaida terrorist network and 
a convicted terrorist,” former 
public safety minister Vic 
Toews said in 2012. 

Or believe the court that 
convicted him was even re¬ 
motely flawed: “Mr. Khadr, 
as we all know, pled guilty 
to veiy grave crimes, includ¬ 
ing murder,” said Harper on 
Friday. 


Spoken after Khadr’s heart¬ 
felt plea to the Canadian 
people, to “see who I am as 
a person, not as a name,” it 
comes across as cool and out 
of touch with the emotions so 
many Canadians experienced 
seeing Khadr smiling in the 
open air. It even seemed out 
of touch with Justice Minister 
Peter MacKay’s slight opti¬ 
mism as he praised Khadr for 
renouncing Islamic terrorism. 

But MacKay also reminded 
us of Khadr’s “proven tenden¬ 


cies” to kill, continuing the 13- 
year vilification of a now free 
man hying to rebuild his life. 
“What I hope will happen,” 
said MacKay, “is that Mr. Khadr 
will abide by Canadian laws, 
respect people’s safety, and he 
is now in a position where he 
is going to be given that op¬ 
portunity to prove that.” 

But given the relentless 
conditioning of Canadians to 
believe Khadr is a monster 
(see: The fuming hatred fill¬ 
ing the comments section of 


any online stoiy uttering his 
name) one could just as easily 
reverse MacKay’s words about 
the perpetrator and make an 
equally valid statement. 

So let me: What we should 
hope will happen is that the 
Canadian public — especially 
we Edmontonians now living 
side by side with the countiy’s 
most polarizing figure — will 
abide by the law and respect 
Mr. Khadr’s safety. 

We’ve now been given the 
opportunity to prove that.

Border agency sees sharp 
rise in currency seizures 
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Last October, Canadian border officials found duct taped packages of more than $1.3 million 
of undeclared currency in a truck at the Queenston-Lewiston bridge in Southern Ontario. The

The number of people stopped 
by border officials and found 
with undeclared cash at border 
entries is on the rise as Ottawa 
steps up efforts to crack down on 
money laundering by criminal 
and terrorist groups. 

Last year alone, Canada Border 
Services Agency (CBSA) reported 
1,429 seizures and confiscated 
$24.5 million, amounting to a 
28 per cent increase from 2013 
when $19 million was seized 
in 1,117 incidents. In addition 
to the undeclared cash seized, 
CBSA also took possession of $3.7 
million in suspected proceeds of 
crime last year, twice the amount 
from the year before. 

The money, if the seizure is 
not appealed by the owner, is 
forfeited to the Crown as govern¬ 
ment revenue. According to data 
obtained by Torstar News Service, 
Ontario, especially Greater To¬ 
ronto, is the epicentre of these 
activities, with travellers in and 
out of the province accounting 
for $8.7 million and $9.6 million 
of the seized currencies in 2013 
and 2014 respectively. 

Meanwhile, Ontario also got 


a lion’s share of the suspected 
proceeds of crime confiscated, 
$848,979 and $2.4 million in 
the two years. 

“Money laundering and ter¬ 
rorist financing are international 
problems. Money laundering 
in Canada alone is estimated 
to be in the billions of dollars,” 


said CBSA spokeswoman Wendy 
Atkin. “While currency seizure 
statistics vaiy from year to year, 
the CBSA can tell you that its of¬ 
ficers are committed to enforcing 
Canadian legislation ... as it ap¬ 
plies to the border.” 

While observers believe 
China’s crackdown on corrup¬ 
tion in recent years may have 
contributed to the inflow of so- 
called “dirty money” into Can¬ 
ada, ignorance and misconcep¬ 
tion among Canadians also plays 
a role in people not declaring 
the amount of cash they cany 
through the border. 

With tightened financial regu¬ 
lations in reporting irregularities, 
Simon Fraser University crimin¬ 
ology professor Robert Gordon 


said some people may take a 
chance and cariy the cash on 
them when they travel. In Van¬ 
couver, it’s been reported that 
some property buyers actually 
paid for their homes in cash. 

Under the Proceeds of Crime 
(Money Laundering) and Ter¬ 
rorist Financing Act, said CBSA, 
there are no restrictions on the 
amount of currency a person 
can bring into or take out of 
Canada. However, any amount 
valued at $10,000 or more must 
be declared at customs. 

Atkin said there are four lev¬ 
els of seizure, leading to a fine 
ranging from $250 to $5,000. 
However, in cases involving sus¬ 
pected proceeds of crime, no 
money will be released. 


© DETAILS 

Four levels of 
currency seizure 

1: The currency is returned 
after a $250 penalty when 
the money has not been 
concealed and the individ¬ 
ual makes a full disclosure 
of the facts following its 
discovery. 

2: The currency is returned 
following payment of a 
$2,500 penalty when the 
money is concealed in a 
method other than a false 
compartment or if the in¬ 
dividual has already had a 
previous currency seizure 
against them. 

3: Currency is returned 
upon payment of a $5,000 
penalty when the currency 
is concealed in a false com¬ 
partment or if the individual 
is a repeat offender. 

4: There are no terms of 
release if officers believe 
that the currency is the pro¬ 
ceeds of crime. 

CANADA BORDER SERVICES AGENCY 


Tax litigator Daniel Kiselbach 
has seen a 20 per cent increase 
in inquiries from Canadians des¬ 
perate to get their seized money 
back from the government. 

Although CBSA has an inter¬ 
nal appeal process, he said the 
“redress officers” must be satis¬ 
fied with the proof of the source 
of the money. 

According to CBSA, $6.7 mil¬ 
lion in undeclared money and 
$834,144 in proceeds of crime 
was seized across Canadian bor¬ 
ders from Jan. 1 to April 15 this 
year, including $2.9 million in 
unreported cash and $127,960 
in dirty money confiscated in 
Ontario, torstar news service 


New Conservative legislation that 
changes the gun licensing system 
cleared a House of Commons 
committee last week and is on 
track to become law before the 
summer recess — and a likely 
fall election. 

Bill C-42, dubbed the Common 
Sense Firearms Licensing Act, has 
drawn criticism even within the 
sport-shooting community but 
nonetheless remains grist for 
Conservative get-out-the-vote ef¬ 
forts, especially in rural Canada. 

Introduced last Oct. 7, it was 
set to be debated in the Com¬ 
mons the day after a lone gun¬ 
man shot dead a ceremonial 
guard at the National War Me¬ 
morial and then stormed Parlia¬ 
ment Hill, where he died in a 
hail of bullets. Needless to say, 
it was not an opportune time for 
a government bill that relaxes 
some gun licensing measures. 

The legislation was quietly 
resurrected late last month and 
mshed through committee, from 
which it emerged with only a sin¬ 
gle, minor housekeeping amend¬ 
ment on Wednesday. 

The bill removes some of the 
paperwork and penalties for gun 
licensing and transportation, pro¬ 
vides a six-month grace period 
for lapsed licenses, gives cabinet 
decision-making power over how 
guns are classified, makes manda¬ 
tory gun prohibitions for violent 
offenders and domestic assaults, 
and makes it compulsory to pass 
a firearms course in order to be 
licensed, the Canadian press

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Clam gardens bust old myths 


HISTORY 

B.C. discovery 
reveals truths 
about First 
Nations society 

The discovery of an expansive 
system of historic clam gar¬ 
dens along the Pacific North¬ 
west coast is contributing to 
a growing body of work that’s 
busting long-held beliefs about 
First Nations as heedless hunter- 
gatherers. 

A team of researchers at 
Simon Fraser University has 
revealed that First Nations from 
Alaska to Washington state 
were marine farmers using 
sophisticated cultivation 
techniques to intensify clam 
production. 

In an article published re¬ 
cently in the journal American 
Antiquity, lead author Dana 
Lepofsky argued that the find¬ 
ings counter the perception of 
First Nations living passively 
as foragers in wild, untended 
environments. 

“Once you start calling some¬ 
one a hunter-gatherer there’s 
something implied... about not 
really being connected to the 
land or sea and not needing 


much from it,” she said. 

“Even if they aren’t formal 
agricultural plots in the way 
that Europeans recognized, 
they were still cultivating the 
landscape.” 

Lepofsky said the “perva¬ 
sive” idea that First Nations 
were hunter-gatherers made 
it easier for colonists to justify 
taking over the land because 
the resource management dif¬ 
fered from traditional European 
methods. 

Researchers have concluded 
the clam gardens dated back 
more than 1,000 years, and Lep¬ 
ofsky said she strongly believes 
some were more than 3,000 
years old. 

She said First Nations applied 
sophisticated management tech¬ 
niques to mimic ideal clam¬ 
growing conditions, including 
using stone terraces and sedi¬ 
ments at appropriate elevations 
in the tidal column. 

Sustainable practices, such 
as periodically turning over the 
soils and harvesting selectively, 
would have emerged to sustain 
the enormous populations of 
First Nations believed to have in¬ 
habited the coast, Lepofsky said. 

She estimated that number 
to be in the hundreds of thou¬ 
sands. 

Much of the scientific evi-

dence for such practices 
confirmed knowledge already 
contained in First Nations songs 
and stories, said Kim Recalma- 
Clutesi, of the Qualicum First 
Nation on eastern Vancouver 
Island. 

“It’s astounding that it’s 
taken a whole team of sci¬ 
entists and more than 150 
years to figure this out, that 
our people weren’t standing 
there with a flying pan in their 
hand waiting for a sockeye to 
jump in,” she said. 

Besides culturally modified 
beaches dotting the coastline, 
Recalma-Clutesi referenced 
complex estuary root gardens 
and the transplanting, fertiliz¬ 
ing and pruning of beriy bush¬ 
es as other historic examples 
of resource management used 
by indigenous peoples in the 
region. 

She also noted that coloniz¬ 
ing governments concluded 
First Nations did not need a 
land base because of their sup¬ 
posed hunter-gatherer status. 

As for the clam gardens, 
Oregon-based researcher Doug 
Deur said the First Nations 
marine practice was either 
ignored, misinterpreted or 
sometimes even systematically 
excluded, particularly when 
there were competing land 


claims in an area. 

“The clam gardens are one 
of many examples of tradition¬ 
al land management ... that 
slipped through the cracks,” 
Deur said. 

Still, he warned of using a 
purely western perspective to 
interpret the practice. 

“Even while we’re celebrat¬ 
ing these technologies as in¬ 
teresting, potent, sophisti¬ 
cated, we still don’t want to 
totally look at them through 
this western lens,” he said, 
adding that’s what “got us in 
trouble” in the past. 

“That just sort of reduces 
them to another form of eco¬ 
nomic output.” 

University of Victoria-based 
ethno-ecologist Nancy Turner 
suggested the idea of First Na¬ 
tions as foragers has endured 
for so long because of what 
she called the pristine wilder¬ 
ness myth. 

“A lot of people, even con¬ 
servationists, we have a nos¬ 
talgic view... of an area where 
nature was thriving without 
the influence of humans,” 
she said. “So that does per¬ 
sist in society today in gener¬ 
al of the noble, First Nations 
savage, living with nature 
without changing nature.”

The Downing Street dreams 
of 45-year-old Ed have been 
dashed by his party’s dismal 
failure in Thursday’s election, 
which saw Prime Minister 
David Cameron’s Conserva¬ 
tives score a convincing vic¬ 
tory over a weakened Labour 
Party. 

John Rentoul, a columnist 
at the Independent and au¬ 
thor of a biography about 


former Labour Prime Minis¬ 
ter Tony Blair, believes the 
leadership contest has split 
the brothers — perhaps for¬ 
ever. 

Yet the last few days have 
seen rumblings that David 
might return to Britain to 
jump-start his political career 
and try once more to become 
Labour party leader after Ed 
resigned the post Friday. 

Rentoul says he believes 
David would probably have 
had the political skills to 
win Thursday’s election, 
in part by following Blair’s 
“New Labour” strategy of pos¬ 
itioning the party at the coun¬ 
try’s political centre.

Girls recently 
freed may soon 
face ridicule 
and suspicion 

The taunts wouldn’t stop. “Boko 
Haram wives,” the schoolgirls 
were called because they had 
been briefly held by Nigeria’s 
Islamic extremists before es¬ 
caping. The teasing was so re¬ 
lentless that some of the Chi- 
bolc girls left their town and 
families. 

Their plight does not bode 
well for hundreds of girls and 
women recently rescued from 
the clutches of Boko Haram 
after months of captivity. Many 
of them are now pregnant. 

After enduring captivity by 


the militants, the women may 
now face stigma from their 
communities. 

“The most important thing 
is to restore their dignity,” the 
executive director of the United 
Nations Population Fund, Ba- 
batunde Osotimehin, told The 
Associated Press in a telephone 
interview from his office in 
New York. 

That will be a challenge, go¬ 
ing by comments made last 
week by Gov. Kashim Shettima 
of Borno, the home state of 
Boko Haram and the one most 
affected by the nearly six-year- 
old Islamic uprising that has 
killed more than 12,000 people 
and forced more than 1.5 mil¬ 
lion from their homes. 

“I am seriously worried with 
the fact that most women tend 
to hate and abandon children 
they deliver from rape. Now,

the problem is that these chil¬ 
dren could go to the streets 
unattended to. They then lack 
access to food, health care and 
education. 

“The result is that they could

Rebels accept five-day ceasefire, promise retaliation if broken

Yemen’s Shiite rebels and their 
allies in the country’s splintered 
armed forces said Sunday they 
would accept a five-day humani¬ 
tarian ceasefire to allow aid to 
reach civilians after more than 
a month of air 
strikes from a 
Saudi-led mil¬ 
itary coalition. 

The ceasefire, 
scheduled to 
begin Tuesday, 
would help ease 
the suffering of 
civilians in the 
Arab world’s 
poorest country 
who increasing¬ 
ly lack food, fuel and medicine 
since the bombing campaign 
began March 26. 

However, all sides in the con¬ 
flict have warned they will re¬ 
taliate if the ceasefire is broken. 


On Sunday, state news agency 
SABA, which is under the con¬ 
trol of the Shiite rebels known 
as Houthis, quoted Col. Sharaf 
Ghalib Luqman saying rebels in 
the armed forces agreed with 
the ceasefire. 
The Houthis ear¬ 
lier issued their 
own statement 
saying they will 
co-operate with 
the ceasefire 
and urging a re¬ 
turn to dialogue. 

Meanwhile, 
Saudi-led strikes 
have continued, 
with a residence 
of former president Ali Abdul¬ 
lah Saleh targeted Sunday in 
the capital. Saleh appeared on 
television afterward standing 
in front of the ruins. He urged 
Yemenis to remain steadfast 


in the face of Saudi aggression 
and to beware of spies among 
them. He also urged a return to 
dialogue. Saleh and his loyalists 
are allied with the Houthis, who 
are also backed by Iran. 

The raging conflict in Yemen 
has killed over 1,400 people 
— many of them civilians — 
since March 19, according to 
the United Nations. 

The Houthis also said in a 
statement that the coalition 
naval blockade prevented mer¬ 
chant ships carrying food from 
docking in the port of Hodeida. 

Medical officials said some 
70 wounded were evacuated 
from Aden onto a ship where 
they will be treated, with some 
severe cases being brought to 
Saudi Arabia. They spoke on 
condition of anonymity because 
they weren’t authorized to brief 
journalists, the associated press

Radio station 
is a forum for 
Muslim 
community 

It’s called “Beur FM” — after 
a slang term for Arab people 
— and has become 
the voice of France’s 
Islamic community 
in the wake of the 
Charlie Hebdo at¬ 
tacks. 

On air since 
1992, the radio sta¬ 
tion features talk, 
music and news, 
normally catering 
to Muslims. It has 
achieved widespread 
prominence only in 
recent months as the 
French turn to it for 
insights into the community. 


The station hasn’t clocked a 
sharp rise in listeners and the 
current audience stands at about 
400,000 a day, but it has seen 
a marked rise in social media 
attention following the attacks, 
according to marketing director 
Nabil Bougouss. 

The staff of Beur FM don’t pre¬ 
tend to have the answers, but say 
they are at least allowing people 
to ask questions and 
speak freely on their 
chat shows. 

Muslim callers 
often grapple with 
thorny questions 
of identity, seeking 
ways to challenge 
Charlie Hebdo’s 
mockery of Islam 
without being seen 
as a fanatic. 

“People still call 
us and say ‘I am not 
Charlie ... As a Mus¬ 
lim it grated on me, 
even if I am absolutely not a 


fundamentalist. Can I discuss it 
with you without being accused 
of fundamentalism?”’ said com¬ 


edian Yassine Belattar, a Beur FM 
talk show host. 

The Beur FM program Islam 


Now offers a Muslim take on an 
ever-changing variety of often 
controversial topics. When it 


started, imam Abdelali Ma- 
moun’s show was only broad¬ 
cast during the Ramadan holy 
month. It proved so popular that 
it’s now on the air daily. 

Mamoun is willing to address 
any issue, explaining that there 
is “no shame in religion, so no 
shame to talk about whatever 
subject.” 

“Listeners who tune in to Beur 
FM have a lack of signposts, of 
theological references. And this 
is what we are trying to fill,” Ma¬ 
moun said. 

In the wake of the Januaiy at¬ 
tacks, other French media also 
turned to the station for answers. 

“The role of a kind of ‘super 
expert’ was accorded to us when 
the events happened,” said Ab- 
delkrim Branine, the station’s 
editor-in-chief. “The majority do 
not understand much, they are 
looking for answers, which is a 
good thing. The problem is that 
we wait for a tragedy to happen.”

Suspects in 
custody after 
policemen shot 
during stop 

Two Mississippi police officers 
were shot to death during an 
evening traffic stop turned vio¬ 
lent, a state law enforcement 
spokesman said Sunday. Three 
suspects were in custody, includ¬ 
ing two who are charged with 
capital murder. 

The deaths of the officers — 
the first to hit Hattiesburg in 
three decades — were felt far 
and wide in this small southern 
Mississippi city. Gov. Phil Biyant 
released a statement saying he 
was mourning the loss of the 
officers. 

“This should remind us to 
thank all law enforcement for 
their unwavering service to pro¬ 
tect and serve. May God keep 
them all in the hollow of his 
hand,” Bryant said. 

Warren Strain, a spokesman 
for the Mississippi Department of 
Public Safety, said Marvin Banks, 
29, and Joanie Calloway, 22, were 
each charged with two counts 


of capital murder. Banks was 
also charged with one count of 
being a felon in possession of 
a firearm and with grand theft 
for fleeing in the police cruiser 
after the shooting, Strain said. 

“He absconded with a Hatties¬ 
burg police cruiser. He didn’t get 
veiy far, three or four blocks and 
then he ditched that vehicle,” 
Strain said. 

Banks’ 26-year-old brother, 
Curtis Banks, was charged with 
two counts of accessory after 
the fact of capital murder. 


The three Hattiesburg resi¬ 
dents were arrested without inci¬ 
dent at different locations over¬ 
night following the shooting, 
Strain said. They were expected 
to face initial court appearances 
Monday. The three were being 
held at undisclosed jails in the 
state and could not be reached 
for comment. 

Lt. Jon Traxler, a Hattiesburg 
Police Department spokesman, 
identified the officers who died 
as Benjamin Deen, 34, and 
Liquori Tate, 25. 


Local reports identified Deen 
as a past department Officer of 
the Year, and Tate was a new¬ 
comer to the force who Strain 
said was a 2014 graduate of the 
law enforcement academy. 

Tate grew up in a tough part of 
Starkville, 240 kilometres north 
of Hattiesburg, and decided to 
become a police officer so he 
could make a difference in the 
black community, said Jarvis 
Thompson, who knew him from 
childhood in church.

Humble words. Trimmed 
beard. A dimple. 

We've seen the redeemed 
Omar Khadr, looking nervous 
and happy, dressed in jeans 
that seem too big. 

Now free, and free to 
speak, Khadr is attempting to 
write his story from his own 
vantage point, to show Can¬ 
adians "I'm more than what 
they thought of me." 

Canadians are enthralled. 
There was a wave of 
welcome-home tweets 
Thursday, when he was 
released on bail after 
spending 13 years in jail, 10 
of them in Guantanamo Bay. 
People said they teared up as 
they watched him, articulate 
and soft-spoken in front of 
a scrum of reporters. Some 
called the scene "beautiful" 
and complimented his smile. 

We are, it seems, charmed. 

But despite the myth¬ 
making that will now begin in 
earnest, about a teen who ran 
with a terrorist crowd and be¬ 
came the poster boy for the 
treatment of child soldiers, we 
will never really know Khadr. 

In conservative circles (and 
to our prime minister), Khadr 
is still nothing but a danger¬ 
ous terrorist. For child-soldier 
activists, he is a victim, indoc¬ 
trinated into al-Qaida at the 
age of 13 by his father. 

Khadr has spoken of re¬ 
morse for throwing a grenade 
that killed a U.S. army medic. 
He rejects extremist views, he 
said. He wants a normal life, 
an education. "I will prove to 
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them I'm a good person," he 
said. "Give me a chance." 

We seem willing. But no 
matter how he now shapes 
his future, the profiles, biog¬ 
raphies or documentaries 
made, his inner life will remain 
a mystery to us — as with all 
public figures. 

"Only Mr. Khadr can truly 
know if the changes he 
purports to have made in his 
religious belief system and 
world view are genuine," said 
a psychologist who inter¬ 
viewed Khadr, as reported by 
Maclean's. 

An acquaintance of mine, 
watching the video of Khadr 
interviewed outside his law¬ 
yer's home in Edmonton, said 
that Khadr spoke with "the 
innocence of a child." 

"It's like you can actually 
witness a veil of darkness lift¬ 
ing for him despite the past." 

That is what the joy at 
Khadr's release is really about: 
not the man, but our own 
need to see justice done. Our 
own need to redeem our¬ 
selves, and our country, for 
not fighting to free him from 
Guantanamo Bay. 

Our desire, too, to know 
that hope and humility can 
spring up in the most vile of 
places, and that people — 
even purported terrorists — 
can be redeemed. 

"I'm excited to start my life," 
Khadr told the press. "There's 
nothing I can do about the 
past, but I hope that the fu¬ 
ture can, I can do something 
about the future."

Game of Thrones seems to be the gift 
that keeps on giving for its hipster- 
fan demographic. In addi¬ 
tion to delivering some 
solid reading material, 
and one of the strong¬ 
est shows on cable, the 
George R.R. Martin fan¬ 
tasy drama has also pro¬ 
vided the cool kids with a 
thirst-quenching opportunity 
to indulge in something retro 
_ — really retro: Mead. 

Just Like their favourite 
medieval heroes and villains 
from Westeros, it appears 
that hip Thrones fans have 
taken to ironically consum¬ 
ing the show’s boozy bev¬ 
erage of choice. Yep, that’s 
about as vintage as you can 
get. 

“It’s great to see such 
excitement,” said Michael 
Fairbrother, American 
Mead Makers Association 
president and founder of 
New Hampshire’s Moon¬ 
light Meadeiy. “For the 
last few years, every 
time I would visit a dif¬ 
ferent market and it was 
around the time of the 
new Game of Thrones 
episodes being released, 
the buyers would start 
telling me how many 


consumers would come in and men¬ 
tion they were going to have a Game 
of Thrones night with mead.” 

Mead in its simplest explanation 
is a beer-tasting alcohol made by fer¬ 
menting honey and water together. 
Once viewed as the drink of deities, 
mead’s origins can be traced all the 
way back to ancient Egypt, China, 
Greece and Rome. It was hugely popu¬ 
lar in the Middle Ages, but died a fast 
death when sugar became the more 
popular sweetening alternative and 
beer and wine took centre stage as 
better-tasting party favourites. That 
is of course until Thrones made it 
trendy again. 

“I tried mead when I was 
in the U.S.,” said diehard 
Game of Thrones fan and 
mead dabbler Ben Cohen, 
who lives in Toronto. “It 
actually tastes pretty 
good. Just like honey, 
but not as sweet. I once 
tried to make it with 
some friends, too... but 
that tasted like crap.” 

Sure, mead has been 
present in a variety of popu¬ 
lar works over years such as Beo¬ 
wulf, Lord of the Rings, The Hobbit 
and Harry Potter, but its sales 
were always reliably static. 

Since Game of Thrones’ 


debut on HBO in 2011, however, 
sales have skyrocketed, getting mead 
makers pretty dam pumped. 

“We are calling it the ‘renaissance 
of the Renaissance,” said Cherie An¬ 
drews of Chinook Arch Meadeiy in 
Alberta. “The rise in popularity has 
been a welcome boost for those of 
us that have been producing it for 
many years.” 

The numbers don’t lie. Accord¬ 
ing to the Annual Mead Industry 
Report by the American Mead Mak¬ 
ers Association, the retro booze has 
experienced a 128 per cent increase 
in production between 2012 and 
2014, with its manufacturing rising 
to 144,000 gallons from 
62,000 gallons. That’s 
a lot of mead! 

Not only that, the 
desire to make the 
stuff has skyrock¬ 
eted, too. When 
Colorado’s Mazer 
Cup (the largest 
international mead 
competition) start¬ 
ed back in 2008, there 
were 200 home entries 
and 125 commercial entries. 

This year, the number has grown 
to 400 home entries and 
350 commercial en¬ 
tries. Coincidence? I 



think not. 

“I’m very excited,” said Fairbroth¬ 
er. “With a youthful, hipster demo¬ 
graphic, it means that finally the 
resurgence of mead is hitting main¬ 
stream, and will continue to grow.” 

Andrews agrees. “The exciting 
thing about engaging younger, tap¬ 
per consumers with mead is multi¬ 
faceted,” she said. “Not only is it a 
demographic that includes men and 
women equally but they really don’t 
have preconceived ideas of what 
mead should be like. They just love 
it for what it is.” 

So as Canadians who want to join 
the hip retro trend of drinking like 
the Starks and Lannisters, where can 
we tiy the stuff? The answer should 
be as simple as your local liquor 
stores that carry flavoured mead op¬ 
tions by small Canadian meaderies 
like Trafalgar Ales & Meads from 
Ontario and Tugwell Creek Honey 
Farm and Meadeiy in B.C. 

As it turns out, Canada is actually 
home to more than 30 meaderies 
from coast-to-coast, way up from the 
four that existed in the mid-2000s. 

So next time you’re looking to kick 
back and sip on adult refreshments, 
perhaps tiy going the retro route like 
Cersei and Jaime, and crack open a 
mead. Warning: Too much mead 
may cause dragon sightings. 


I WHAT'S THE DIFFERENCE BETWEEN BEER AND MEAD ANYWAYS? 


So here's the big question. Is 
mead a type of beer? Absolutely 
not. 

Although mead may be car¬ 
bonated and share beer's sweet, 
semi-sweet or dry taste qualities, 
the two are completely different. 

Beer is boiled and brewed, 
with a concoction of malted bar¬ 


ley, hops and various ingredi¬ 
ents. Once it is cooled, yeast is 
tossed in to allow it to ferment. 
The majority of its fermentable 
sugar is derived from malt 
sugars boiled out of 
the barley. 

Unlike beer, mead 
is not boiled or brewed. 



The process of making it is simi¬ 
lar to wine. It's created by mixing 
honey and water (with optional 
fruits, spices, grains 
or hops) and is then 
left alone to ferment. 
The majority of its 
fermentable sugar is 
derived from honey.

“It’s wonderful to be able 
to take photos (with your 
cellphone) but I detest sel¬ 
fies, photographing your¬ 
self all the time ... it makes 
everything banal,” she told 
the newspaper.

When leaving a job you dislike, 
it can be tempting to tell off 
your boss and book it for the 
beach that same afternoon. But 
while sudden, dramatic depar¬ 
tures make potent material 
for late-afternoon daydreams, 
real-life resignations should 
be calculated and respectful. If 
it’s time to quit, don’t blow it. 

Whether you’re finally es¬ 
caping a toxic environment 
or simply transitioning to up- 
the-ladder pastures, you need a 
solid exit plan. Walk into your 
boss’ office unprepared, and 
you might stutter a slew of 
overshares. Instead, plot what 
you’ll say and when you’ll say 
it. Book a meeting with your su¬ 


perior for a convenient time of 
day — such as late morning or 
afternoon — and practise your 
talking points aloud in advance. 

Keep your speech brief, trans¬ 
parent and appreciative.

Quitting isn’t just one 
conversation: It’s a process 
that doesn’t end until you’re 
wrapped up, packed up, and out 
the door on your final day. Give 
your employer fair warning 
of your departure (two weeks 
is standard, though they may 
request more), and establish 
clear expectations for your final 
weeks. This is not the time to 
trash-talk upper management 
or covertly watch YouTube all 
day. Instead, spend your last 
stint wrapping up outstanding 
deadlines and creating clear 
instructions for your replace¬ 
ment. 

It isn’t unlikely that 
you’ll end up work¬ 
ing with at least 
some of your current 
colleagues later in your 
career. Foster a smooth 
transition, and you’ll leave 
with a glowing impression 
— not a ball of flames.

Nurses have a calling and some¬ 
times it calls them around the 
world to help patients in need. 

Trauma nurse Dawn Henne- 
beriy joined the militaiy and 
was sent to Afghanistan twice 
— in 2008 and 2010. 

“You’re working 24 hours 
a day, seven days a week. You 
don’t worry about breaks or 
vacation — there isn’t any. 
It’s a whole different perspec¬ 
tive,” said Hennebeny who left 
the militaiy and now works at 
Dartmouth General Hospital in 
Nova Scotia. 

There was also the constant 
anxiety over personal safety 
and wondering if she’d make 
it home. 

“I had three days left and 
there was a rocket attack ... 
It was really close; it banged 
into a cement wall beside us 
and we’re on the ground and 
I’m saying ‘holy mackerel what 
am I doing here?”’ 

One massive trauma is stuck 
in Henneberry’s memory. A 
soldier was brought in who 
had stepped on an IED and lost 
three limbs. Medical teams were 
doing CPR on him in the park¬ 
ing lot. 


“They put him on the stretch¬ 
er and there was just sand, no 
blood or anything, just sand. I 
thought they were going to stop 
doing care, but they continued.” 

The soldier died. Henneberry 
said it hit hard because they 
lost this young man but hours 
earlier they saved a quadruple 
amputee that might have been 
a bad guy. 

For Toronto nurse Tammy 
Calabrese it was always a career 
goal to travel overseas and help 
people. In 2007, she learned 
of a small volunteer organiza¬ 
tion called the Canada-Africa 
Community Health Alliance. 
In 2008, she travelled to the 
Kilema region of Tanzania to 
volunteer for two weeks. 

“Each day we travelled to 
a different village and people 


would have lined up for hours 
to see someone,” she said. “We’d 
assess their concerns, consult 
certain specialists there with us 
and treat what we could with 
the medical supplies and medi¬ 
cations we brought with us.” 

She quickly realized she was 
seeing many of the same com¬ 
plaints she saw back home: 
high blood pressure and acid 
reflux are veiy common. Most 
of the work was health main¬ 
tenance but there were some 
urgent cases, Calabrese said. 

“One particular case I recall 
was when a pediatrician and a 
nurse saved the life of a new¬ 
born baby who was severally 
dehydrated. If we hadn’t shown 
up on that day, in that village, 
he likely wouldn’t have sur¬ 
vived.” JENNIFER TAPLIN/FOR METRO

Famous Canadian nurses 

Here are just a few of 
Canada's notable nurses 
and key dates in Can¬ 
adian nursing: 

Jeanne Mance: The first 
lay nurse for New France, 
Mance founded the Ho- 
tel-Dieu Hospital in Mont¬ 
real in 1645. 

Georgina Fane Pope 
and Margaret Clothilde 
Macdonald: These nurs¬ 
es were the first women 
appointed as full-time 
military nurses in 1906. 
However, the first nurs¬ 
ing sisters to serve of¬ 
ficially in the Canadian 
military were found in 
the Northwest Rebellion 
of 1885, as volunteers 
who helped the wound¬ 
ed. Canadian nurses 
were also sent to support 
the efforts in South Af¬ 
rica during the Boer War. 
Ishbel Maria Hamilton- 
Gordon, Marchioness of 
Aberdeen and Temair: 
Lady Aberdeen was the 
president of the National 
Council of Women and 
wife to then-govern¬ 
or general of Canada. 

In 1897, she founded 
the Victorian Order of 
Nurses.

Once merely 101 seconds from 
having their season end, then 
forced to hold off a furious 
Game 6 rally, Chris Kreider 
and the New York Rangers are 
now one victory away from 
returning to the Eastern Con¬ 
ference finals.

Kreider scored 40 seconds 
after the opening faceoff and 
with 0.3 seconds left in the first 
period Sunday night, Rick Nash 
and Dan Boyle added goals in 
the third, and the Rangers bare¬ 
ly held on to beat the Wash¬ 
ington Capitals 4-3 and force 
a Game 7 in the second round. 

New York led 2-0, then 4-1 
with less than 12-1/2 minutes 
left in regulation. But Wash¬ 
ington’s Evgeny Kuznetsov and 
Joel Ward put the puck past 
Henrik Lundqvist less than 
three minutes apart to make 
it a one-goal game with nearly 
half a period to go.

That prompted the Rangers 
to call timeout and brought 
much of the red-clad fans to 
their feet, screaming “Let’s 
go, Caps!” and then mockingly 
singing Lundqvist’s last name.

shots — including Alex Ovech¬ 
kin on a 1-on-l — and surviv¬ 
ing a late Capitals power play 
to finish with 42 saves.
